6. At the USIB meeting yesterday there was a discussion of the 
Agency's position regarding the abolishment of the NIS program. There was 
considerable support of the program by the members of USIB but not to the 
extent that anyone would give money or people to continue the program. 

Mr. Proctor feels that it will most assuredly be terminated by the end of 
FY 74. Components of the Agency will assist DIA in doing whatever it is 
they require to offset the loss of the NIS program.
